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CHAPTER 173. 

AN ACT to amend chapter 311, of the laws of 
Wisconsin for 1893, entitled; "An act to au-
thorize cities operating under special char-
ters granted by the legislature of this state, 
and containing a population of three thou-
sand or more inhabitants, to issue corporate 
bonds for certain purposes." 

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in. 
senate and assenild —0 enact as follows: 

SECTION 1. Subdivision 2, of section 1, of 
chapter 311, of the laws of Wisconsin for the 
year 1893, is hereby amended by adding thereto 
the following: And in cities of the first class, 
the construction, improvement and mainten-
ance of flushing tunnels, with the buildings and 
machinery for operating the same; so that said 
subdivision when so amended shall read as fol-
lows: 2. For the construction and extension 
of water works or the purchase of the same, 
and for constructing sewers, and for the im-
provement and maintenance of the same; and in 
cities of the first class, the construction, im-
provement and maintenance of flushing tun-
nels, with the buildings anti machinery for 
operating the same. 

SECTION 2. This act shall take effect and be 
in force from and after its passage and publi-
cation.
